W a s h i n g t o n , Ju n e 21st.—1The ex-soldiers and 
sailors resident in W ashington serenaded Gen­ 
eral Logan this evening. They assem bled at the 
City Hull, and form ing in platoons of twelve, 
m arched, headed by the M arine band, to the 
G eneral's residence on Tw elfth street, w here a 
crowd of 2,000 or 3,000 citizens had already as­ 
sembled.

The banner o f the Army of 
Tennessee was displayed from the upper w in­ 
dow o f G eneral Logan's house. General Logan’s 
appearance was greeted w ith a storm of cheers, 
and w hen the applause subsided he was intro­ 
duced in a brief speech by G eneral Green B. 
Raum . General Logan th en addressed th e as­ 
sem blage as follows:

Comrades and fellow -eitizens: The w arm ex ­ 
pressions o f confidence and congratulations 
w hich you offer through your chairm an im ­ 
presses me w ith a deep sense of gratitude, and I 
beg to tender my sincere th an k s to each and all 
my friends for this dem onstration of kindness 
and esteem . Your visit, at th is tim e, gentlem en, 
is interesting to m e in a double aspect. As citi­ 
zens c f our common country, tendering atrib u te 
to me as a public m an, I m eet you w ith genuine 
pleasure and grateful acknow ledgm ent.

In addition, he points out that the opening 
of the tomb w o u ld settle the question raised 
by Mr. Hare, who, in 1820 or 1827, visited 
the burial place, and found, as he declared, 
an adjoining tom b open, from which he got i 
a view of the interior of Shakespeare s ' 
tom b, and that there was no coffin in it, iv j 
undccomposcd bones, attd only avery-sn^all 
heap of dust. 
But he was in dim ’right, 
peering through a sm all high crev'ice, and 
there m ight have been a leaden coffin out 
of the line of his vision. T he top of the 
wooden inclosure of the lead casket, which 
m ay cover the w hole floor of the cell, may 
have been m istaken by Mr. H are for the 
floor of the vault. The vault is know n to 
be of stone or brick, well built, and of the 
right character to preserve a body from de­ 
cay. 
Finally, there is no evidence to war­ 
rant the belief th at Shakespeare was the 
author of the doggerel above the tomb, 
blessing the m an who spares the stones, 
and cursing him who moves the bones. 
They were probably placed upon the tom b 
by some of the fam ily of Shakespeare, to 
prevent the rem oval of his body to the old 
charnel-house, form erly 
adjoining 
the 
chancel of the church. Certainly, Norris 
and Ingleby m ake out a strong case. W e 
cannot see w hy the grave cannot be opened 
reverently, and all the doubts involving 
th e bust and portraiture representations of 
Shakespeare be thus in all probability set 
at rest. The ends aim ed at justify the 
m eans th at would have to be employed to 
accomplish them .

SHAKESPEARE’S GRAVE AGAIN. 


In 1877 J. P arker Norris suggested the 
opening of Shakespeare’s grave and rev­ 
erently exam ining the rem ains and the 
casket and such deposits as it m ight be 
found to contain, to set at rest disputed his­ 
torical allegations. 
Mr. Norris was a t once 
made the target for reproach, and even 
abuse, for the proposed desecration. All 
sorts of opprobrious epithets were sent in 
his direction, and had he been sensitive to 
anathem a he m ust have fallen in sitante 
and have gone to the unexplored region 
w here Shakespeare bus solved the “ prob­ 
lem .7' 
However, the authorities agreed 
w ith Mr. Norris, and th e tom b would have 
been opened long ago hut for interposition 
on the part of superior officers, who were 
influenced by the dow npour of abuse show­ 
ered upon Norris. The debate on the ques­ 
tion continued until last year, w hen there 
was a pause. In the Manhattan Norris now 
returns to the charge, and again a-ks, 
“ Shall we open Shakespeare's grave?” 
T here would seem to be no good reason 
why an affirmative response should not 
be made. 
Outside of the superstition 
about 
its being desecration, and 
the 
shock 
to the sent infcn tal, w hat harm 
can come of it? There is nothing in the 
idea that is disrespectful to the mem ory or 
hones of the great poet. 
It is true it w ill 
be a direct infringem ent of his supposed 
com m and, and will call down the maledic­ 
tions bottled up in the famous curse graven 
above the tom b and ready to be ¡toured out 
upon whomsoever shall disturb the dram ­ 
atist's bones. 
But this has terror only for 
the superstitious classes. 
To Mr. N orris’ 
rescue has now coine Dr. Ingleby, one of 
th e Life Trustees of ¡Shakespeare's B irth­ 
place, Museum and New Place, at Strat­ 
ford-upon-Avon. 
He believes theinterests 
o f literature justify the exhum ation. Norris 
advances very fully the reasons for his pro­ 
posal, w hich lie now renews. Shakespeare 
and liis family arc so buried as to show 
th a t they were esteemed persons of im ­ 
portante. 
Therefore the graves m ay con­ 
tain historical data and the body he well 
preserved. 
Tombs of equal age and like 
construction, when opened, have shown 
the features so well preserved as to adm it 
of 
the 
application 
of 
photography. 
“ T hink,” siys he, 
of a photograph of 
Shakespeare' 
History is full of accounts 
of the tom bs of Kings and Queens and 
nobles being opened, and the bodies found 
in com paratively a good state of preserva­ 
tion. W illiam the Conqueror’s portrait was 
painted from his rem ains after he had Iteen 
entom bed four hundred and fifty-five years. 
Princess Mary, dying in 34*2, was found in 
1817 to bo preserved as to features, but 
crum bled to dust on admission of air to the 
casket. 
The body 
K in g Kt ward IV. 
after three hundred and six years of burial, 
was examined, and the skeleton found in­ 
tact. 
So was it to o w ith that of Henry 
V III. 
Queen K atherine died in 1548, and in 
1782 was disentom bed, and her face found 
alm ost as perfectas it was when shew us 
first laid in her leaden coffin, and wrapped 
in her waxed sheet. The coffin was three 
or four times disinterred thereafter up to 
1786, and the rem ains, except on the !a«t 
occasion, found tindecaycd.

tim es waxed cloths were placed upon the 
faces of distinguished dead, and that found 
in the grave of Charles I. bore a perfect im ­

I 'o la r S e a rc h . 
In 861 Natlod, a roving pirate, in one of 
liis voyages to the North, was cast away on 
what he supposed to be an im m ense conti­ 
nent and which he designated by the name 
of Snowland. About three years later two 
Swedish navigators visited this land and 
sailed completely around the supposed con­ 
tinent, proving it to lie an island. 
H aving 
found a great quantity of drift-ice collected 
on the north side in tlie neighborhood of 
Gape North, they gave it the name of Ice­ 
land, which it still hears. 
Iceland has an 
area of 34,Mil square miles and at the pres­ 
ent day a population of over 70.000 in­ 
habitants. 
Thorwald, a Norwegian chief, 
had been banished in exile to Iceland for 
some m urder com m itted by him in liis 
native land. Soon after his arrival he died, 
and liis son, know n as Eric the Hunde, or 
Ked, possessing a restless, roving, daring 
spirit, and inheriting his father’s temper, 
killed one of Ids Icelandic neighbors in a 
quarrel and was compelled to flee. 
In 082 lie sailed from his home and di­ 
rected liis course southwest. 
After a quick 
run he descried tw o lofty mountains, the 
one covered with snow, the other w ith iee. 
lie called the first “ W hite ¡shirt,” the sec­ 
ond “ Blue Shirt,” and sailing on reached 
the coast. 
In the following spring lie ex­ 
plored the surrounding country, and was 
delighted with the freshness and verdure 
of the land in comparison with his own !os! 
home. Contrasting the new-found land 
with the gloomy rocks of Iceland, he gave 
it the flattering appellation of Greenland, 
and returning to his former home, circula­ 
ted the most glowing and exaggerated 
descriptions o f the new country, and in­ 
duced many of his former associates and 
neighbors to follow him . 
H e sailed back 
with twenty-five vessels, but of these only 
fourteen 
reached 
the newly-discovered 
paradise. Tlie missing eleven were never 
heard of, and were doubtless lost in one of 
tlie terrible storm s th a t sweep over the 
Arctic seas.—[The Current.

D r in k in g M ilk .—Milk 
should not be raken in copious draughts 
like beer or any other fluids which differ 
from it chemically. If we consider the use 
of milk in infancy, the physiological in ­ 
gestion, that is, of food provided for it, 
each small m outhful is secured by effort 
and slowly presented to the gastric mucous 
surface for tlie prim al digestive stages. 
It 
is thus regularly and gradually reduced to 
curd, and thestom acli is not oppressed with 
a mass of half-coagulated milk. 
The same 
principle should be regarded in tlie case of 
tlie adult. 
Milk should be slowly taken in 
mouthfuls, at short intervals, and thus it is 
rightly dealt with by tlie gastric juice. 
If 
m ilk be taken after other lood, it is almost 
sure W burden the .stomach and cause dis­ 
comfort and prolongpd indigestion, and 
this for the obvious reason th at there is not 
sufficient digestive agency to dispose of it, 
and the better the quality of th e m ilk the 
more severe the discomfort under those 
conditions.—[l’opular ¡science M onthly.

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SHAKESPEARE'S GRAVE AGAIN. 
In 1877 J. Parker Norris suggested the 
opening of Shakespeare’s grave and rev­ 
erently examining the remains and the 
casket and such deposits as it might be 
found to contain. te< set at rest disputed his­ 
torical allegations. Mr. Norris was at once 
made the target for reproach, and even 
abuse, for the proposed desecration. All 
sorts of opprobrious epithets were sent in 
his direction, and had he been sensitive to 
anathem a lie must have fallen in shame 
and have gone to the unexplored region 
where Shakespeare has solved the “ prob­ 
lem.” However, the authorities agreed 
with Mr. Norris, and the tomb would have 
been opened long ago but for interposition 
on the part of superior officers, who were 
influenced by the downpour of abuse show­ 
ered upon Norris. The debate on the ques­ 
tion continued until last year, when there 
was a pause. In the Manhattan Norris now 
returns to the charge, and again asks, 
“ t?hall we open Shakespeare’s grave?” 
There would seem to he no good reason 
why an affirmative response should not 
be ruadc. Outside of the superstition 
about its being desecration, and the 
shock to the sentiafental, what harm 
can conic of it? There is nothing in the 
idea that is disrespectful to the memory or 
bones of the great poet. It is true it w ill 
be a direct infringement of his supposed 
command, and will call down the maledic­ 
tions bottled up in the famous curse graven 
above the tomb and ready to be poured out 
upon whomsoever shall disturb tlie dram­ 
atist's lames. 
Hut this lias terror only for 
the superstitious classes. To Mr. Norris’ 
rescue has now come Dr. Inglebv, one of 
the Life Trustees of Shakespeare’s Birth­ 
place, Museum and New Piaco, at Strat­ 
ford-upon-Avon. lie believes the interests 
of literature justify the exhumation. Norris 
advances very fully the reasons for his pro­ 
posal, which he now renews. Shakespeare 
and his family are so buried as to show 
that they were esteemed persons of im­ 
portance. Therefore the graves may con­ 
tain historical data and the body lie well 
preserved. Tombs of equal age and like 
construction, when opened, have shown 
the features so well preserved as to admit 
of the application of photography. 
“ Think,” says he, "of a photograph of 
Shakespeare!" History is full of accounts 
of the tornbs of Kings and Queens and 
nobles being opened, and the bodies found 
in comparatively a good state of preserva­ 
tion. William the Conqueror's portrait was 
painted from his remains after lie had boon 
entombed four hundred and fifty-five years. 
Princess Mary, dying in 14*2, was found in 
1817 to be preserved as to features, but 
crumbled to dust on admission of air to the 
casket. The body of King Edward IV.. 
after throe hundred and six years of burial, 
was examined, and the skeleton found in­ 
tact. 
So was it too w ith that of Henrv 
VIII. 
Queen Katherine died in 154?. and in 
1782 was disentombed, and her face found 
almost as perfect as it was when she was 
first laid in her leaden coffin, and wrapped 
in her waxed sheet. The coffin was three 
or four times disinterred thereafter tip to 
1786, and the remains, except 011 the last 
occasion, found undecaycd. In the old 
tim es wuxed cloths were piaced upon the

Inglebv, and arc indorsed by Mr. N orns. 
In addition, he points out that the opening 
of the tomb w o u l d settle the question raised 
by Mr. Hare, who, in 1826 or 1827, visited 
the burial place, and found, as he declared, 
an adjoining tomb open, from which he got j 
a view of the interior of Shakespeare’s I 
tomb, and that there was no coffin in it, n-j 
undecomposed bones, and only a very sn mil 
heap of dust. But lie was in dim ’right, 
peeringthrough a small liigh crevice, and 
there might have been a leadeii coffin out 
of the line of Ids vision. The top of the 
wooden inclosurc of the lead casket, which 
may cover the whole floor of the cell, may 
have been mistaken by Mr. Hare for the 
floor of the vault. The vault is known to 
be of stone or brick, well built, and of the 
right character to preserve a body from de­ 
cay. Finally, there is no evidence to war­ 
rant the belief that Shakespeare was the 
author of the doggerel above the tomb, 
blessing the man who spares the stones, 
and cursing him who moves the bones. 
They were probably placed upon the tomb 
by some of the family of Shakespeare, to 
prevent the removal of his body to the old 
charnel-house, formerly adjoining the 
chancel of the church. Certainly, Norris 
and Ingleby make out a strong ease. We 
cannot see why the grave cannot be opened 
reverently, and all the doubts involving 
the bust and portraiture representations of 
Shakespeare be thus in all probability set 
at rest. The ends aimed at justify the 
means that would have to be employed to 
accomplish them.

WHO ARE THE HOODLUMS'! 
A San Francisco contemporary concludes 
that when the Boston Herald charges that 
there is a tendency in the political parties 
to make sacrifices for “ the hoodlum'vote 
of the Pacific States,” it means that the- 
people who favor certain measures arc the 
hoodlums, as contradistinguished from and 
opposed to the corporations that favor 
certain other measures. This explanation 
is involved. We cannot conceive how our 
contemporary arrived at it, or on what 
basis it plants it. The Boston Ihrald is 
not the only Eastern journal that has re­ 
ferred to the people of the Pacific States as 
“ hoodlums.” In every instance the sneer 
is intended as an insult. The hoodlum, in 
the estimation of these self-righteous East­ 
ern journals, is the man who prefers 
honest American labor to Chinese serfdom. 
The appellation in the Eastern mouth 
refers always to those who entertain objec­ 
tions to the unrestricted immigration of 
Chinese. W henever an Easterner indulges 
himself by speaking of this people as 
“ hoodlums” he'exposes his ignorance. 
No well-informed man, at all familiar 
with the people of the Pacific, will so offend 
his own sense of justice, or do violence to 
the truth, as to apply the term 
of opprobrium to the population of Oregon, 
California and Nevada, because they arc in 
favor of preserving our civilization from the 
contamination of the Orientalism of China. 
That the two cannot exist together they 
are firmly convinced, and because they so 
believe, they are, by the Herald and like 
journals, termed “ hoodlums,” which is to 
say, rough and lawless characters, rioting, 
criminal, shiftless, selfishly unreasonable, 
and prejudiced against a certain class of 
foreigners because they labor for less than 
the American workman can exist upon. 
The Herald does not, as our contemporary 
suggests, refer to tariff views, bimetallism- 
the railroad or any other than the Chinese 
question. 
And we must make up our 
minds to submit to these assaults. Con­ 
tenting ourselves with flat denial and vig­ 
orous protest, we shall come presently to 
the time when the. men of the East will 
burn with shame that they ever ap­ 
plied the offensive term to a people every 
inch as liberal, intelligent, advanced, hu­ 
mane and patriotic as they themselves « 111 
possibly claim to be. These sneers and 
slurs arc meant to injure the cause of Mr. 
Blaine, by arraying against him the goody, 
goody people, whose ideas of hoodlumism 
are measured by the standard of “ opinion’s 
sake” the Boston Herald sets up. 


T he objections which this journal has 
advanced to Congressional contributions of 
public funds to the New Orleans W orld’s 
Fair and Cotton Centennial Exposition do 
not apply to the proposition to appropriate 
some $600,000 to enable the departments 
of Government to make creditable exhibits 
at the Fair. Such a scheme is for a gov­ 
ernmental purpose. The Interior Depart­ 
ment, the bureaus of Agriculture, Educa- 
cation, etc., the Signal Service branch of the 
army, the Treasury, the Patent Of­ 
fice, the Mints, the Naval and Army 
Construction Departments, etc., are all pro­ 
motive of industries.and causes in which 
the Government lias a direct interest, and 
the benefits of exposing examples of the 
work accomplished by the departments ac­ 
crues to all the people. The cost necessary 
to conductor make an exposition effective, 
is, of course, a governmental charge, and is 
wholly distinct from the donation out of 
hand of public funds to foster a private as­ 
sociation.

T h e H ague, June 22d.—The Prince of * irange 
passed a calm night and peaceful morning be­ 
fore the collapse. In the forenoon of 8'atiirduy 
he seemed so well that the doctors talked df 
sending him to the south of France. At 11 
o’clock he suddenly exhibited symptoms of ex­ 
treme weakness anil fainted. His respiration 
became greatly enfeebled, and subsequently a 
slight recovery was noticeable, but his lungs 
seemed paralyzed.

Thorwald, a Norwegian chief, 
had been banished in exile to Iceland for 
some murder committed by ljim in Ids 
native land. Soon after Ids arrival lie died, 
and Ids son. known as Erie the Ramie, or 
Red, possessing a restless, roving, daring 
spirit, and inheriting his father's temper, 
killed one of his Icelandic neighbors in a 
quarrel atad was compelled to flee. 
In 982 lie sailed from his home and di­ 
rected his course southwest. After a quick 
run lie descried two lofty mountains, the 
one covered with snow, the other with ice. 
He called the first “ W hite Shirt,” the sec­ 
ond “ Blue Shirt,” and sailing on reached 
the coast. In the following spring lie ex­ 
plored the surrounding country, and was 
delighted with the freshness and verdure 
of the land inxomparison with his own lost 
home. Contrasting the new-found land 
with the gloomy rocks of Iceland, he gave 
H the flattering appellation of Greenland, 
and returning to his former home, circula­ 
ted the most glowing and exaggerated 
descriptions of the new country, and in­ 
duced many of his former associates and 
neighbors to follow him. He sailed back 
with twenty-five vessels, but of these only 
fourteen readied the newly-discovered 
paradise. The missing eleven were never 
heard of, and were doubtless lost in one of 
the terrible storms that sweep over the 
Arctic seas.—[The Current.

versity of palaces, furnished with all the 
modern luxuries, and surrounded with con­ 
servatories. stables, carriage-houses and the 
other superfluities which belong to great 
wealth. Whole streets between the I’arc 
Monccanx and the Trocadqro are lined 
with these costly structures, most of them 
empty, some streets n«*t having a single in­ 
habitant; and establishments suitable for 
princes may he hired in the fashionable 
quarter of Paris for rents which would he 
called modest for a good dwelling-house in 
New York. Notwithstanding this over-pro­ 
duction of palaces, the market for small 
tenements ¡' but scantily supplied, and 
those who cannot think of affording a lux­ 
urious habitation at a very low price are 
compelled to pay a high price for lodgings 
of very inferior character.— [American 
Architect.

T he A rt ok D rin k in g M il k .—Milk 
should not be raken in copious draughts 
like beer or anv other fluids which differ 
from it chemically. If we consider the use 
of milk in infancy, the physiological in­ 
gestion, that is, of food provided for it, 
each small mouthful is secured by effort 
and slowly presented to the gastric mucous 
surface for the primal digestive stage*. It 
is thus regularly and gradually reduced to 
curd, and the stomach is not oppressed with 
a mass of half-coagulated milk. The same 
principle should lie regarded in the case of 
the adult. Milk should be slowlv taken in 
mouthfuls, at short intervals, and tints it is 
rightly dealt with by the gastric juice. If 
milk be taken after other food, it is almost 
surero burden the stomach and cause dis­ 
comfort and prolonged indigestion, and 
this for the obvious reason that there is not 
sufficient digestive agency to dispose of it, 
and the better the quality of the milk the 
more severe tlie discomfort under those 
conditions.—[Popular Science Monthly.

LOCAL JNTELLIGENCE. 


The Fourth W ard R epublicans. 
The Fourth Ward Blaine and Logan 
Club met at State House Hall Saturday 
evening. The meeting was largely attend­ 
ed, H. H. Linnell presided and J. B. Devine 
acted as Secretary. Eighteen names were 
added to the roll, making a total member­ 
ship of 1G5. The committee appointed at 
a previous meeting to secure a hall reported 
that they had engaged State House Hall for 
the campaign, and their action was indorsed. 
The hall is large, well lighted, seated with 
chairs and tastefully decorated with hunt­ 
ing. The club has deckled to purchase a 
uniform to be worn at parades. The mat­ 
ter of devising and ascertaining the cost of 
an appropriate uniform was referred to the 
following committee, who were requested 
to report at the next meeting: Col. T. W. 
Sheehan. .1. W. Guthrie, C.H. Eldred ami J. 
T. Pike. The Committee on Constitution and 
By-laws reported- two sets, both of which 
were read, but the adoption of the same 
was postponed to the next meeting. After 
the business matters of the meeting were 
disposed of L. S. Taylor was called for and 
responded with a ringing speech for Blaine 
and Logan. He said for the first time for 
many years was a man placed in nomina­ 
tion for President who was true to America 
Stud American principles. It was eviuem 
that Blaine had some enmity towards Eng­ 
land, but the speaker said lie couhl forgive 
him for that, when lie recollected how the 
English Government aided and abetted the 
South during the late civil war. The Re­ 
publican partv was the party of progress, 
and it would be a step toward barbarism 
for the Democratic party to be placed in 
power at this time. 
Elwood Bruner was called for and made 
a forcible, logical and stirring address, 
which was frequently and warmly ap­ 
plauded. He said Sacramento county at 
the November election would roll tip a 
majority of 2,000 for the Republican nom­ 
inees. and said we have a candidate whose 
Americanism is beyond reproach. 
A. S. Hopkins said he had been a Repub­ 
lican since 1854, and at no time in the his­ 
tory of tlint noble party had two men been 
placed in nomination for President and 
Vice-President who were so popular with 
tlie masses, so American in their princi­ 
ples, so devoted to their country’s every in­ 
terest. so idolized by their party, so respected 
by diplomatists throughout the civilized 
world, as Blaine and Logan. He predicted 
that they would he elected by majorities 
most overwhelming, and the talk of dis- 
*uisfaclion in the East ami of doubtful 
States, was a myth that would lie dispelled 
before the election, when Blaine and Lo­ 
gan would carry every Northern State, and 
undoubtedly some of the Southern. 
Judge W. H. Beatty said it was a little 
too early for campaign speeches. The De­ 
mocracy had not yet named their candidate 
for the usual slaughter, but he presumed 
they would do so. The Democracy were 
noted for blunders, the history of the party 
was that of a succession of blunders, and they 
could always be depended upon to make a 
blunder at the proper time. He thought 
Blaine was not only popular in his own 
party, but thousands of the best men in the 
Democratic ranks throughout the Union 
admired his course in the past, which.was 
indicative of what he would do in the fu­ 
ture, and would cast their ballot for the 
plumed knight. 
Colonel Starr, R. T. Devlin, Henry L. 
Buckley, 11. Weinstock and George E. 
Bates were also called out and responded in 
brief addresses, after which the meeting 
adjourned to Wednesday evening. 
A Stray O ne.—People with snakes in 
their boots are frequently lodged in the sta­ 
tion-house, but it is generally believed that 
the reptiles are only seen in the beholder’s 
mind. Hast Saturday, however, officer Par­ 
ren. who was in charge of the lock-up, ob­ 
served a ” real, truly snake,” about two 
feet long, making its way across t lie floor of 
the office. 11c sprang fur a whip that stood 
near by, and was belaboring the intruder, 
when Chief Jackson observed the proceed­ 
ing, and. seeing that the crawler was not of 
the venomous class, caught it by the tail 
and endeavored to kill it by snapping off 
its head by a “ snap the whip process. 
Owing to his inexperience, or a fault in the 
snakes construction, the effect was not 
exactly a success, as the tail came off, but 
the head remained attached. After the 
snake had been killed inquiry was made of 
the prisoners as to whom it belonged, hut 
none of them had lost any from their col­ 
lection. and it was concluded to have been 
a stray one.

BRIEF NOTES. 


T he T rack a t th e P ark . 
The claying of the track at Agricultural 
Park, which was delayed by the recent 
rains, has progressed to such an extent 
that three-fourths of the work has been 
completed according to the original pro­ 
gramme. What is now to be donéis from 
the three-quarter pole to the wire. The 
homestretch is being covered with clay 
nearly its entire width, instead of a width 
of 25 feetf and it is understood that the 
balance of the track will, he gone over 
again, and covered to its entire width, in­ 
stead of 25 feet. That the track will be very 
fast when the improvement is completed 
is evidenced by the condition of the 
hack-strctcli. From the quarter pole to the 
half it is as level and smooth as a carpeted 
floor, not too hard nor too soil, and when 
a horse strikes it lie seems to trot as if de­ 
lighted witli the opportunity. Horsemen 
who are training at the Park naturally feel 
anxious for the completion of the work, so 
that they can drive a full mile, and get 
their trotters in condition to show whether 
they will be tit to enter for the circuit, as 
the entries close in a few weeks. Another 
week, however, if there are no more rain­ 
storms, will give them what they want ; 
hut if the balance of the track is as fast as 
tiie báck-stretch now is, the time made 
over it will have to be taken with con­ 
siderable allowance, or the owners of the 
liorsi s will be disappointed when they race 
on other tracks. The editor of the Itrecdcr 
(i/ii/ S/mrtxiium has the followingto say con­ 
cerning the improvements: ” The few 
minutes on the track at Sacramento, during 
our late flying visit, were .altogether too 
brief to obtain anything like a knowledge 
of the improvements made this season# 
It was quite long enough, however, to prove 
that a vast deal had been done. and. from 
the cursory examinations, Well done, vritli 
a few exception*. When there has been 
such a manifest bettering it may appear in­ 
vidious to find any fault, and yet we think 
that the engineer in charge lias given too 
nr.ii h slope t«* the iurns. and the stretches 
would l>e better if, in place of so much 
declination from the outside to the inside, 
there should lu only grade ¿ftotlgh to carry 
off the water. The throwing up of the 
turns, beyond what is necessary to keep a 
sulky from swinging at the fastest pace of 
a horse, brings an undue strain tin the 
limbs, and when the slope is continued all 
the way around there is no chance for re­ 
lief. Race horses are more prone to 
‘change legs’ when rounding a turn than 
when running on a straight line, and this 
comes from a desire to relieve the limb that 
has suffered from the strain. But this 
detect will remedy itself. As tiie track 
wears the loos soil will be carried towards 
the lower side, and the action of the scraper 
will aiso aid in reducing the grade. It was 
probably owing to Uie heavy rains of the 
week la-fore that the natural soil appeared 
so firm, and that driving on it when moist 
had given consistency. It seemed firm 
di' ugh without the coating of clay, but us 
tin universal voice of those who attended 
the late meeting was in favor of the appli­ 
cation, it was an urgent necessity. Still we 
imagine that it would be a good idea to 
leave a portion on the outside in its natural 
state so as to give soft footing for those who 
are inclined to tender feet, and that is a 
large portion of the iron-tortured, of the 
trotting tracks. We shall make a visit to
